BUDGET ESTIMATE 

FOR 

1923 - 1924 . 

In "presenting the budget for the year 1923-24 a brief explanation 
may be found of value regarding the manner in which it is drawn up, as 
it will be noticed that it differs inateriallj’- from the form adopted in recent 
3 'ears. 

The budget has been divided into three parts showing separately 

1. The Revenue Budget. 

2. The Debt Head Budget. 

3. The Capital Budget. 

Tlio Revenue Budget details the receipts under the various revenue 
heads, and, per contra, the cost of the revenue and other service depart- 
ments ; the balance of this account representing the gross surplus including 
the opening cash balance.^. 

The Debt Head Budget deals with various liabilities and assets which 
pass through the State accounts, but which form no part of the revenue 
system, and, therefore, cannot be included in the Revenue Budget. The 
surplus on the Revenue Budget is brought down and the net balance is 
arrived at after taking these transactions into account. 

Finally, the Capital Budget considers the programme of capital work 
with reference to the surplus brought down from the tw’o preceding state- 
ments, and the net balance on the budget as a whole is arrived at. 

The accounts of past years have been reconstructed on this basis in 
order to .afford a comparison of the figures under the different heads. 

This division is designed to reflect the state of affairs more clearly than 
the practice hitherto followed of including the capital figures in the 
Revenue Budget. It will also be noticed that provision has been made 
under the Debt Heads, which have previously been on)itted from the 
budget altogethei’. 

Another matter which it is necessary to refer to briefly as it has had 
a very important effect on tlic budget and account figures in the past, is 
the practice hitherto followed in the State accounts of not charging expen- 
diture in the accounts until it has been finally passed in audit. All such 
expenditure has in the past been charged to a Debt Head and held under 
suspense until finally accepted in audit, and on acceptance, the debt head 
has been relieved and the expenditure charged against its proper budget 
head. When the adjustment has been made iu the same year that the 
expenditure was actually incurred, this practice, though incorrect in prin- 
ciple, had no effect on the budget accounts.. It appears, however, that 



such adjustments have been carried out in subsequent 3 mars and no provi- 
sion has been made either under tho Debt Head or in the Revenue Budget 
to cover the transactions, with the result that the figures of expenditure 
in the Revenue Accounts have far exceeded the budget estiniates — and 
have misrepresented the actual expenditure incurred during the year. 

BUDGET ESTtWlATES FOR 1923-1924. 

The budget for the year 1923-24 counts on a total revenue of approx- 
imately Rs. Ia8|- lacs and provides for a total expenditure chargeable to 
Revenue of Rs. 126:|' lacs, resulting in a prospective gross surplus on the 
Revenue Budget of approximately Rs. 32^ lacs or Rs. 50^ lacs including 
the cash balances brought forward from the year 1922-23. 

REVENUE. 

The total estimated revenue for the year 1923-24 is approximately 
Rs. 33,46,000 more than the actual receipts in 1922-23. 

This increase, however, is more apparent than real. It is mainly 
accounted for b^’’ the fact that in the past it has been the practice to show 
only the net revenue of the Jodhpur-Bikaner Railwaj' ; that is the gross 
earnings less the working expenditure. In tho budget for the year 1923- 
24 tho gross figures have been shown on both sides of the account in 
order to make the position clearer. The alteration in procedure accounts 
for an increase of approximately Rs. 39 lacs, so that tho budget for 1923- 
24 is reallj' less than the actuals for 1922-23 by approximatelj* Rs. 5-lr 
lacs. The decrease is accounted for generally as follows : — 

Railways. — An anticipated decrease of Rs. 2 lacs in the net revenue 
of the railway is due to the heavj' expenditure incurred in repairing dama- 
ges on account of the floods, which figures will appear in the 1923-24 
accounts. 

Excise and Salt. — A decrease in the expected receipts under this head, 
Rs, 2 lacs, in comparison with the actuals for 1922-23 is due to the fact 
that the receipts during the past were in excess of tho budget estimate by 
approximately Rs. 2 lacs. This excess was mainly under the minor beads 
Royalty 1,80,000 and salt sales Rs. 25,000. Actually the budget for 
1923-24 provides for Rs. 60,000 less than tlie estimate for 1922-23. 

Interest, Exchange and Discount.' — The budgetsbows thatthishead 
is expected to yield Rs. 75,000 less than the actuals for 1922-23, This 
requires some explanation. Actually the auticipated receipts under 
the head “Intere.st” are Rs. 2,25,000 more than in 1922-23 owing to the 
investments made during tho past year. But on the other hand during 
the year 1923-24 sterling paj'^ments iii England will be taken into the 
accounts at the actual rate of exchange and not on the basis of two shill- 
ings to the rupee which has been the practice iu recent years. Hence a 
book credit of Rs. 3 lacs will disappear and the not result will be a decrease 
of Rs. 75,000 under this head. 



The remaining increases and decreases are due largely to the variation 
between the budget estimate and actuals for 1922-23 which are dealt 
with below. 

EXPENDITURE. 

The total estimated expenditure for the year 1923-24 is approximately 
Bs. 43,78,000 more than the actual receipts in 1922-23. Here again this 
increase is due largely to the revised method of exhibiting the railway 
figures, the gross working expenditure being shown on this side of the 
account, instead of the net revenue only as in previous years. This 
accounts for Rs. 39 lacs of the increase, leaving an increase Bs. 4,78,000 
which is mainly accounted for as follows. 

Land Revenue. — The difference between the estimated expendi- 
ture for 1923-24 under this head is approximately Rs. 1 lac more than 
the actuals of 1922-23, but these figures are less than the budget for that 
year by Rs. 75,000. This was due to savings under various minor heads 
of account. Actually the budget for 1923-24 shows an increase over that 
for 1922-23 by roughly Rs. 25,000 which is due to the reorganisation in 
the department which is now in hand. 

Stamps. — In the Stamp Department an increase of approximately 
Rs. 34,000 is expected on account of purchases of Stamp paper which 
were provided for in 1922-23 but not made. 

Interest, Exchange and Discount — This head shows an expected 
decrease of Rs. 5,80,000 and is accounted for, as explained above, by the 
revised procedure of taking sterling payments into the accounts at the 
actual rate of exchange instead on the two shilling rupee basis. 

Pensions, Compensations and Allowance. — An increase is expected 
under this head of expenditure on account of certain allowances recently 
sanctioned and an increased provision has also been made for gratuities to 
retired State servants Rs, 80,000. 

The remaining increases under expenditure heads are mainly due to 
the reorganisation of the departments. 

Capital Expenditure. 

The programme of Capital expenditure for the year 1923-24 shows 
a net increase of approximately Rs. 9,73,000 in comparison with the 
actuals for 1922-23, or Rs. 62,000 compared with the budget for 1922-23. 

Railways. 

The programme for the coming year provides for an outlay of Rs. 14 
lacs compared with the actual expenditure of Rs. 9 lacs in 1922-23. 



Public Works Department. 

The projects provided for in the P, VV, P. amount to Rs, 7,95,000 as 
against Bs. 4 lacs spent in 1922-23. Tliis programme includes the follow- 
ing works which have been approved. 

New Distillery at Mandore ... ... ... Ks 2,50,000 

New Durbar High School ... ... ... 3^s. 2,50,000 

Electrical and Mechanical Department. 

It has not previously been the practice in the past to di^tiugui.sh 
between expenditure on capital and repairs, but in order to reflect a 
clearer statement of affairs, this separation has now been made and the 
programme for the coming j'car provides for certain minor works amount- 
ing to Ks. G6 lacs. 

ACCOUNTS FOR 1922-23. 

REVENUE. 

The accounts for the year 1922-28 show an increase in revenue 
receipts over the budget figure of JRs. 12 lacs. This excess is mainly 
accounted for by increases under the following heads. 

Excise and Salt. — This head shows an increase of Rs. 2,30,000 which 
is chiefly duo to receipts in excess of the anticipated figure under excise 
license fees and royalty on salt. 

Customs. — Customs receipts wore in excess of the budget figure by 
Rs. 1,40,000. 

Railways. — An excess of Rs. 5,40,000 on the railways is duo to 
heavy traffic and consequent increased revenue coupled witli a s.aviiig under 
working expenditure. 

Interest, Exchange and Discount. — The increase of Rs. :i,5o,ooo 
under this head is duo to the fact that no provision was made in the 
budget for 1922-23 for the diflferenco in exchange between the two shilling 
rupee and the actual rate at which payments were made, although, as al- 
ready explained, all sterling payments were taken into the accounts on 
the two shilling basis. 

In addition there are certain minor variations between the actuals 
and budget figures for 1922-23 which .are detailed in the accounts 
presented. 

EXPENDITURE. 

The total expenditure during the year 1922-23 amounted to 
Rs. 82,48,000 against the estimated figure of Ks. 91,60,000 or a decrease 
of Rs. 9,12,000 of whicli the main items are as follows. 



Military. — The Military Departments cost lis. 2 lacs less than tho 
estimated figure, which was due to the fact that the different military 
units Avere not recruited up to full strength throughout the year. 

Miscellaneous. — This head of account, which comprises expenditure 
that cannot he allocated to deBnite service heads, shows a saving of Bs. 6 
Jncs due mainly to the provision for Marriage Ceremonies (Rs. 5 lacs) and 
unforeseen charges (Rs. 1 lac) not being spent. 

Other Departments. — The charges in many departments show 
' minor saving which is mainly under contingent expenditure. 

On the other hand the head Interest, Exchange and Discount shows 
an excess of Rs. 4,80,000 which as explained above, is due to no provision 
having been made in the budget for 1922-23 to cover the difference in 
exchange on account of payments being taken on the basis of the two 
shilling rupee. 

FBWAF^CBAL REVIEVtf 1922-23. 

The results of the year 1922-23 taking the balance of the Revenue 
accounts, Debt Heads and Capital into consideration, sliow a net excess 
of Rs. 73,50,000 which has been disposed of as follows; Investments 
have been made totalling Rs. 55,17,000 and the balance Rs. J 8,35,000 
remains as the cash balances at the end of the year. 

During the past year' full advantage Avas taken of the Short Term 
Treasury Bills offered by the GoA^ernment of India, as long as these Bills 
Avere available, but during the closing months of the year these securities 
were not on the market. 

The year’s investments have increased the financial reserves of the 
Darbar to a total Rs. 2,92,50,000. This sum represents the face value cf 
the .securities held. It Avill be seen, howcAmr, from the detailed account 
attached that the marimt value of some of these securities is considerably 
less than the price at Avhich they were purchased. It is satisfactory to 
note, however, that tlie market for these investments has' recently 
improved considerably.

For Council. 

In submitting his statement of the State Accounts under their proper 
heads, Mr. Young has rightly divided them into three parts, viz : — 

('1) The Revenue. 

(2) The Debt Head. 

(3) The Capital. 
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This arrangement gives a clearer view of the financial situation and 
for purposes of comparison he has similarly marshalled the figures of the 
preceding three years. 

The previous system of debiting “ largo amounts to suspense head,” 
under which a greater portion was not adjusted during the year by charg- 
ing it to the proper service heads, has in a way confused the accounts, 
inasmuch as they did not represent the true financial side of any specific 
year. Mr. Young by introducing pre-audit system and having the accounts 
promptly audited has, I am glad to say, attained the much desired object 
of showing what actual expenditure has been in the year. 

The Budget estimates for the year 1923-24 stand as under: —

The figures under Receipts are considerably higher and this is due to 
the inclusion of the Railways gross receipts, prei-iously Net receipts were 
used to be shown under this head. 

Revenue. 

If we exclude the Railway figure, the Revenue Budget for the year 
1923-24 is loss than the actuals of the closing year by 0 Inc.s. It is due 
to causes e.xplaiued in the Accountant-Gen eral’s Note. 

Figures for Interest, Exchange and Discount are collectively shown 
in this Statement but they are separately kept in the Audit Olfice. It 
would be better if the figures for Interest are shown separately in the 
Financial Statement. 

As regards Exchange and Discount, as we keep our accounts on a 
Rupee basis 1 am asking the Accountant-General’s opinion as to the 
advisability of doing away with this special head and charging the figure 
that may come under Discount or Exchange to the different heads to 
which they may legitimately relate. 

Expenditure. 

Under expenditure if we exclude the Railway figures there is an 
increase of about Rs. 4,78,000 against the previous year and this has been 
explained by the Accountant-General in his Note. 

Capital Expenditure. 

Under Capital expenditure there is an increase of Rs. 11 J lacs (on 
s of the original programme submitted) as compared with the 
figures of last year of which 9 lacs has been absorbed by the Railway and 
the rest by the P. W. D. 
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The P. W. D. Budget Estimates are too ambitious for the year. lu 
the last year their actual expenditure was nearly 4 lacs only, and provision, 
has now been made for nearly times of what was spent before. It 
would be a sound principle if only such sum is allotted as can be approxi- 
mately spent during the year. 

Actuals for 1922-23. 

For the Actual accounts for 1922-23, Mr. Young has briefly stated 
in liis note the causes which have led to an increase of nearly 12 lacs over 
the Budget estimates on the Receipt Side and of decrease of nearly 9^ 
lacs on the Expenditure side. 

For the future Mr. Young is right in calculating sterling payments 
not on 2s. rupee basis but on the actual rate of exchange as it may prevail 
at the time. 

Investments. 

During the year we have been able to invest Rs. 55,17,000 and there- 
by to raise our financial reserves to a total of Rs. 2,92,50,000. 

As regards investment I may be permitted to say that Railway is our 
best asset. It not only brings us a very good dividend but also indirectly 
benefits the country in many ways. 

In conclusion I would like to bring to His Highness’s kind notice the 
care and thought Mr. Young has bestowed in the preparation of his lucid 
report and the able way in which he has organised the system of prompt 
and efficient audit of our accounts.
